The evidence went to show that 
deceased bad reoeived ten dollars for service 
rendered to Mr Say ward, tbe half of which 
be expended in whiskey, with which da- 
oeaaed, three other Indians and a klootoh- 
man caronsod in the bouse of one of the In- 
dians named Jim. Jim left tbe houso for a 
abort time, and when he rcturued ho found 
Alpoosu bad gone away ; be askad aa In- 
dian namoJ Charley, who still romained, 
what had become of Aipooss ; he [CbarleyJ 
said he bad gooo to Saanich. Tho body waa 
afterwords found in the water near Store St., 
with one end of a scarf tied tightly around 
tbe nock, and the other eod tied to a stone ; 
tbe legs were also tied. Dr Davie stated (bat 
he had examined the bo'dy. of decerned, and 
fouad. that tbe ligature around Ibe neck bad 
oaoped considerable abrasure, which must 
have ooonrrod before death, bat tho imme- 
diale -cause of death was drowning. Tbe 
jury returned. a verdiot of ' lound drowned,' 
The police were instrnciad to make further 
enquiries. ■ 

Indian .MoRDER — A Coronet's jury was 
called together yesterday, before A F Pom- 
herton, Eeq., Coroner, iu order to enquire into 
tho oironma'.ances attending tho death of ao 
Indian found with hia ihront out, at the Son- 
gisb camp. The only evidence produced was 
that of Dr Davio, who deposed lo having ex- 
aminod tho boJy. IIo found tho carotid 
artery eeverod, ood other injuries inflicted, 
auSicient lo cause death. Tba wonnd did 
not appear to be self^iuflioied. A verdict, 
in aooordanoe with the above facte, of wilful 
murder against some person or persona nn- 
koown, was then returned by the jury, which' 
was.oomposed of tba same geotlomen who 
aeied in the case of ibe Songiab Indian AU 
pooie. 

Tax oircumstances oonnectpd with the 
death of Mary, a Fort Bupert Indian wo- 
ra:in, were investigated yesterday before A F 
Pomberlon, Esq. Coroner, with a jury com- 
posed of Udssra MoTiernao, Braverman, 
Sohultz, Mansall and Crosson. It appears 
from the evidence that dacoa.'ed had been 
last seen alivu, drunk, in a bourc on Govern- 
mant street, .iho was subsoqucutly found 
dead in a housa on Cormorant siraet, Dr 
Davie, who exannined ttio body, did not ob" 
serve any marks iudioaling viuluoco. There 
were however sorao suspioious circuroatancea 
which the Coroner thought worthy of farther 
enquiry, and therefore postponed tbe ioquest 
until Tuesday next.

GOODS TO CLOSE 



EiAtob Britisu CoLOMisr: — During the 
last few weeks certain, letters V have appeared 
in the columns of yoiir paper. purporting lo 
have been written at Burrard Inlet. Tbe 
last of these produotioos, dated at Burrard 
Inlet, and signed 'New Brighton,' advocates 
the consiruolion ot a new road from Nsw 
Wesltnioster to the Inlot, to tako the place 
of the present ooa. It is not very difhcult 
lo disci/ver that ibis is a bogus letter, never 
written at Burrard lulot, and that tho adop- 
tion of the sit^Duluro 'New Brighton' ia one 
of the coolest pieces of impudence and dia - 
honesty Itie writer of a bo^us letter could be 
guilty ol, lor the vury esistonco ol New 
Brighton depends allogeihcr upon tha prO' 
aent toad and the inhabitaats of that place 
in oonjuDction wilb the other residents of tbe 
Inlet, in view of tbe fact and tba general 
coovanicoce ol iha diOereot settlements, 
liuvo at present in circulation a pctilioa 
largely sigued in support of the preeont road 
and of keeping it iu a thorough jiato of re- 
pair. 

■J'ho present line of road is the most direct 
that oan ba constructed to any point below 
the second narrows, alihuugh a shorter one 
could bo made to lerminaio above them ; iis 
length is 'nine miles, less three chaioy,' ol 
which dielanoa about onaihalf is at present 
in luir conditiou ; its lurmiuus ut iVew Brigh- 
ton ia tbe rnosi cenirul that could be aolecied, 
being olraost equi-distunl from Slainp'a and 
Moody's mills and wiiliin eaay reach ol all 
tbe other Eettlemo- ts on the Inlet. A floai« 
ing wharf has here been constructed by 
pnvata cnterprifo, and a ferry established to 
the diUarant mills and eelilementsi The 
suin expended on this road last year reachid 
tho enormous amount oi two ihou.-aDd dollars, 
a very trilling part of which wus spent over 
the porliou o( the roud tiow complained ol us 
bei.ig airaoBt impassible for v-.-hicio3. 

The writer of the letter of tbe 16. h lost, il 
ha knows aoytbing of the geography of tbe 
district ho writes about, must know that from 
the Nortliwusiern cud ol Buruaby Lake lo 
False CroeU tticro extends a oontinuous bolt 
of swampy laad, and tl:at to build a roail 
along the gravel ridijo tie sptaka of wou'd 
ouly have the effect ul increasing iha disiaiicu 
vviibout in any way decreasing the amount of 
swamp to be overooiiie, Tbe length ol the 
proposed road would be about fourieon miles, 
or about live miles lonijer than tho present 
road; its terminus would be either upon or 
close lo tho mill property ol tho Uiitish 
Columbia and Vaneouver Island Spar, 
Lumber, and Saw Mill Company, 'Liuiiiod,' 
uiid it would be piactlcally useless to Iho 
other mill on tbe Inlet, aa the dialance there- 
by lo Now \VuHt(uiu«ler would be almost 
double ihal ol tho old roud. In fact, to sum 
tho , whole miilter up, Iho only parlies to bu 
bonelitted by this proposed road would be 
the helore mentioned British Columbia aud 
Vancouver Island ISpar, Lumber and Saw 
Mill Company, 'Limited,' wbo would tbetcx 
by have their landed properly converted into 
a town site by a road oonstracted lor iheii 
sole benofit out of iho piit)lic purso at a time 
wboii cveryihiiig in tho sliapa of publio 
works lor the publio banotjt huva been ia- 
deliiiitoly postponed Ifom the Want of public 
funds. 

The indefatigable manager of the above
